iNDiANAPOiiis, July 8.—John S. Wil- 
liams, third auditor, has addressed an- 
other letter to the secretary of war rela- 
tive to the Indiana war claims, making 
the charge that the state has been over- 
paid something like $56,000, and in dis- 
cussing th esubject he claims that he has 
urged this matter upon Governor Gray, 
but without the chief executive of Indi- 
ana giving the matter much considera- 
tion. 
Governor Gray's attention was 
called to this. 
He characterized it as 
entirely wrong, as it was a well-known 
fact that the state has still several hun- 
dred thousand dollars due it, principally 
on interest advanced on bonds tor tha 
purchase of ammunitions of war, and 
hence a bill making the appropriation 
nearly passed congress and was only pre- 
vent^ by some unforeseen circum- 
stances. 
He says there is no doubt of 
the justice of the claim, or that it event- 
ually will be allowed. 
Two years ago 
General Harrison was understood to op- 
pose the appropriation unless it was so 
changed as not to allow the attorney- 
general of this state an enormous fee, 
such as he was counting upon, and the 
bill was amended, cutting him out of 
compensation. 
While Morton was in 
the senate he attempted to secure the 
payment of this claim and came very 
near being successful. 


The Indianapolis Election Cases. 


iNDiANAPoiiis, July 8.—Simeon Coy, 
who was indicted by the federal grand 
jury for his connection with the alleged 
tally sheet fraud election, was yesterday 
surrendered by his bondsmen and placed 
in jail. 


This action is understood to be a part 
of the plan adopted by the indicted 
men, it being their intention to apply to 
Judge Greeham for release on writs of 
habeas corpus. 
Judge Woods, federal 
district j adge, has held that these in- 
dictments are good. The practical ;^ect 
of granting writs 
of habeas corpus 
would be to nullify the indictments so 
far as the federal courts are concerned. 
Attorneys for Coy have prepared a peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas, corpns, and 
Judge McNutt left last night for Chi- 
cago, where he will present it to Judge 
Gresham. 


Meeting of Passenger Agents. 


CHICAGO, July 8.—The general passen- 
ger agents of the Alton, Wabash and 
Illinois Central roads were in session 
confering about the demoralization re- 
sulting from the passenger rate cutting. 
After much recrimination, a compromise 
was effected by all agreeing that tickets 
improperly limited should be referred to 
Chaiiman Abbot and Daniels to decide 
as to what the limit should be, the in- 
terested lines undertaking to redeem at 
tariff all cut rate tickets of their issue, 
and parts of foreign tickets at regular 
proportion, redemption to date from 
January 1. An additional agreement 
was entered into abolishing the sale 
of all tickets at reduced rates to par- 
ties of ten and 200, these latter issues 
having led to a vast amount of rate cut- 
ting. 


Stabbing at Elkhart. 


EiiKHART, July 8.—M. H. Levy, 
clothing merchant, and Felson Upham, 
a former saloon keeper, got into a con- 
troversy in regard to a remonstrance 
matter. 
In the course of the difficulty 
Levy, apparently under the impression 
that Upham was about to strike him, 
stabbed him in the right side with 
pocket knife, inflicting a very dangerous 
wound, which'bled copiously. 
Upham 
was attended by a surgeon, while Levy 
was locked up, but was soon alter re- 
leased upnn a bond of $1,000 to await the 
result of Upham's injury.

NBW YOBK, July 8.—The commercial 
bulletin June fire record shows the 
largest fire loss of any June on record, 
excepting June, 
1877. The total is 
$10,182,100, against $9,750,000 for June, 
1886, and larger than the average June 
fires for ten years previous to 1886 by 
nearly $4,000,000.

Charles Lang, alias Peter 
McCartney, the notorious counterfeiter, 
was sentenced to the northern prison 
November 28, 1876. The query has 
arisen as to when he should be llberatec 
under the good time laws. Under the 
acts of 188i Lang should have been 
liberated Tuesday, but according to the 
law of 1883 the term of his sentence will 
expire on the 29 th of October next. 
Lang thinks that tae time allowed him 
for good conduct should be reck- 
oned 
under 
the 
law 
of 
1883, 
but 
the 
prison 
officials 
are 
convinced 
that 
the 
good 
time 
allowed 
him 
should be computed according to 1881 
and 1883, as be was serving a term un- 
der both acts. 
Attorney Qeueral Mich- 
ener decided that an act of the legisla- 
ture was not retroactive, but its effect 
began with its passage. 
Aoocordingly 
Lang's term is not over until the 29th of 
October. 


McCartney is probably the sherwdest 
counterfeiter in the whole country, and 
it will be remembered that when he was 
sent to prison, now nearly twelve years 
ago, he took with him quite a sum of 
money, which he secret^ in his cell for 
some time. While he has made several 
skillful attempts to escape during his 
long imprisonment, he has otherwise 
been a model prisoner, and has suc- 
ceeded in making considerable good 
time. 


Green Smith to the Front Again.

Hon. Green Smith, who is or is not 
the lieutenant governor of Indiana, was 
at the Grand this afternoon. 


" I can see no significance in the ad- 
mission of Colonel Robertson to the 
board of equalization," he said to a News 
reporter.

The Walker Claim. 
The 
Terre Haute Express says: 
"There have not been any more cities in 
Indiana which have signified their will- 
ingness to enter into a eombination with 
Terre Haute, Logansport and 
Fort 
Wayne to fight the Walker suit against 
this city. They seem to be of the 
opinion that these three cities are able 
to conduct the case and they let the 
matter severely alone, and will not lend 
a helping hand. Whilè it is true that 
but one suit has been entered against 
this city it is also true that in the event 
of the action ending disastrously to 
Terre Haute that th<) other cities would 
be in for it as much as this city. The 
opinion is confidently expressed that the 
city will win the case, in which case the 
claim of Walker against some other In- 
diana cities will be knocked out." 


Temperature or Dwelllng-Koomtii^ 


Dr. D. Benjamin, of Camden, N. J., 
has made some observations regarding 
the subject of the varying temperature 
of our dwelling-rooms which will be 
found of much practical importance. 


Every one knows in a general way 
that the air of rooms is colder near the 
floor and near the windows, but the 
very exact differences of temperature 
as obtained by Dr. Benjamin are very 
strikiupr- 
For example, in a room ten 
feet bigli, twelve feet wide, and twenty 
feet long, with a good stove and steady 
fire, the temperature in the center was 
found to be 78 degrees Fahrenheit; four 
feet from the window it was 70 degrees; 
one foot from the window 54 degrees, 
and at the window 40 degrees. 
At the 
height of the head the temperature 
was 75 degrees, at the floor 50 degrees, 
a difference of 25 degrees. At the ceil- 
ing the temperature was 90 degrees 
when the temperature at the height of 
the head was 80 degrees. 


The fact that the temperature of 
dwelling-rooms varies 
so widely 
ex- 
plains, no doubt, the frequency wth 
which young children, and even adults, 
take cold in the house. 
A child sitting 
on a nurse's lap in a temperature of 70 
degrees gets down and plays on the 
floor in a temperature 10 or more de- 
grees lower, or runs to the window, a 
change of 20 or 30 degrees. 
The habit 
which ladies have of wearing slippers 
or light shoes in the house is the cause 
of many 
trouble« 
for 
these 
same 
reasons. 


The temperature of a room should be 
about 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The hot, 
furnace-heated houses of our city cause 
a vast deal of nervous and respiratory 
trouble. 
The thermometer should be 
hting at about the height of the per- 
son's head, and, of course, not near the 
window or the stove.—Medical 
Rec- 
ord. 


Mary Stuart's Amusements. 


Our sketch of Mary Stuart would not 
be complete if we limited ourselves to 
the more serious side of her character 
merely. 
If she did not deserve the 
reputation 
for utter thoughtlessness 
and frivolity which some of her puritan- 
ical contemporaries have given her, she 
was undoubtedly fond of amusements, 
says a writer in the Gentleman's 
Mag- 
azine for March. 
The memoirs and 
correspondence of the time often show 
her 
seeking recreation 
in 
popular 
sports and pastimes; indeed, Randolph 
describes life at the Scottish court for 
the first two years after her return 
from France as one continual round of 
"feasts, bouqueting, masking,running at 
the ring, and such like." 
It was to 
Mary, as Knox testilies, that the intro 
duction into Scotland of those primitive 
dramatic 
performances 
known 
as 
masques or triumphs was due. 
They 
soon became so popular 
that they 
formed the chief entertainment at every 
festival. 
The Queen herself and her 
attendants, 
particularly 
the 
four 
Maries, often took part in them, either 
acting in mere dumb show, or reciting 
the verses which the elegant pen of 
Buchanan supplied, and singing the 
songs which Rizzio composed, and of 
which the melodies may very possibly 
be those which, wedded to more mod- 
em verse, are still popular among the 
Scottish 
peasantry. 
Not 
only 
were 
these masques performed in the large 
halls of the feudal castles, but in the 
open air also, near the little lake at the 
foot of Arthur's Seat. 
It may cause 
some astonishment at the present day 
to find not only the maids of honor, but 
the Queen herself assuming the dress 
of the 
other sex in these 
masquer- 
ades. 
Yet the Diurnal 
of 
Occurrents 
records, without expressing either in- 
dignation or even astonisment at the 
fact, that "the Queen's grace and all 
her Maries and ladies were all clad in 
men's apparel" 
at the "maskery or 
mumschance" given one Sunday even- 
ing in honor of the French Ambassa- 
dor.

In "Dueling Days in the Army," re- 
cently published in London, is this 
story of the wav in which a clever man 
evaded a duel and yet punished the 
person who had insulted him. While 
Dr. Young, an officer belonging to the 
Woolwich garrison, was escorting some 
ladies up the river to Vauxhall, about 
the year 1720, he played them some 
tunes on a fiate.
